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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 25 October 2007 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 25 October 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has argued that the addition to the claims comprising "each of said hoops 
comprising a single continuous filament that defines a helical arrangement of elements" defines 
the instant invention over the prior art of record. However, this limitation uses comprising, which 
does not exclude the use of additional structure within the prior art. Nadal et al. (EP 0757904) 
discloses a plurality of continuous filament which each contain a series of substantially straight 
struts connected by apex sections alternately pointing in opposite directions, wherein the 
plurality of filaments together comprise the hoop. Should Applicant use language which clearly 
defines the entire hoop as made from a single continuous filament the instant application may 
overcome the prior art of record. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1- 4, 14-16, 18-21, 23, 25-27 and 29-31 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nadal (European Patent Number 0757904 Al). 

5. Nadal discloses an intraluminal stent comprised of a plurality of circumferential hoops 
disposed in a helical succession along the axis of the stent wherein the hoops are comprised of 
elements defined by substantially straight struts connected by apex sections alternately pointing 
in opposite axial directions, the intraluminal stent further comprising connecting members 
between adjacent hoops wherein the hoops can be either directly connected or connected by 
means of a bridging member. 

6. Nadal further discloses an intraluminal stent wherein an apex section comprises two 
struts attached thereto and one strut is longer than the other strut. See Figures 2, 3, 5 and 6. 

7. Nadal also discloses an intraluminal stent wherein the apex sections are comprised of a 
uniform angle except for selected apex sections having a non-uniform angle, the non-uniform 
angle apex sections configured to align a first strut with a second strut in an adjacent hoop. See 
Figure 8. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 32 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 5-13, 17, 22, 24, and 28 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

10. This is a continuation of applicant's earlier Application No. 10/747,848. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application.
